T F KYER a man knew what the very 
dregs of poverty were that man was 
Henry (l eerga, the founder of th e sin 
gle tax. 
To what depths a man na In­ 
tellectual ami gift**! as George wa# 
could Im* drivel) eau Im* Heen from Hie 
following entry in his diary, made at a 
t line when In* was living In San Frau 
cisco trying to make ii living through 
printing Jobs, and when his second

"I walked along the street and made 
up my mind to get money from the 
tlrst man whose ap peara nce might In­ 
dicate that he had it to give.

T he department of commerce seems to fie a vague institution 
when people do not know the extent of its activities.

fied practice. 
Simplification has reduced greatly the number of 
different kinds of tools and furnishings and other equipment in 
ordinary use so much that manufacturers believe and are confi­ 
dent that their estimates are correct, that it saves many millions 
of dollars to producers and customers. 
This simplification is part 
of the war which the department of commerce is waging against 
waste. 
Secretary Hoover established the division of simplified prac­ 
tice some time in 1921 and it is continuing its good work of sim­ 
plifying things people use.* Here is some of the good thai lias 
been accomplished: 
In 1921 there were 19 different styles of milk bottles in the 
United States. 
Now there are only nine. 
In 1921 there were 78 sizes of blankets f.or beds. 
These have 
nov been reduced to but 12. 
In 1921 there were 1,500 kinds of nuts and bolts used on 
farm machinery. 
Now there are 840 kinds. 
In 1921 there were 111 sizes of hospital beds. 
Now there is 
only one. 
In 1921 there were 14 sizes of common brick. 
Now there is 
just one 
In 1921 there were 78 sizes of lieds. mattresses and springs 
Nowadays there are but four. 
This is just a small recital of some of the achievements of 
this division. 
It is a wonderful work and must at all costs be 
continued. 
It is the sort of work which is of benefit to all the 
people, to the manufacturers as well as the users of goods.

cuts out waste, saves money, time and effort. 


The financial burdon of government 
ha* become Increasingly heavy in rib 
cont years.

It is estim ated th at tlwere are over 
two million laws aud ordinances in 
tho records of nation, s ta te s and mu­ 
nicipalities. 
One adult person out 
of every twenty engaged in business 
or Industry is a governm ent official. 
agent or employee. 
In the face of this record, despite 
tho general recognition of the over 
whelming burden of gooormnent. we 
find ourselves constant ly waging a 
defensive battle against plan* and 
programs which would transfer still 
greater duties to governm ent, which 
would 
ham per 
Individual 
initiative 
still further, which will—if jput into 
practice—crush 
Individual 
Ambition 
and destroy individual opportunity. 
Under these circum stances it is our 
right—it is our duty—to affirm and 
defend sound principles of political 
faith as we have, on other occasions, 
supported sound 
principles 
eco­ 
nomic progress. 
The Constitution of 
the United States has stood for ISS 
years as the bulwark of our individual 
and 
our 
collective 
liberties. 
The 
Constitution has been and is now the 
greatest existing restraint upon amar- 
raga tit majority. 
It has been and is 
now the greatest existing defence of 
the very 
minorities which, at thus 
time. are being led to denounce if* 
restrictions. 
One of our greatest needs is to re- I 
pel the attacks now being made upon j 
the integrity of this charter of our j 
freedom. 
We should—we m ust—op­ 
pose vigorously all efforts to give Con­ 
gress the power to override decisions 
of the Supreme Court—and thereby 
destroy the division of governmental 
power which is the inherent strength 
of our constitutional system.—W alter 
vc.
